Pittsburg Reports Indicate Its 
Selection as a Site For 
Big Mills. 


TO EMPIOT FU LIY 1,000 MEN 


The Proposed Manufacturing Es­ 
tablishments Will Cost 
$540,000. 


COMPANY WITH $3,000,000 CAPITAL 


Incorporated in West Virginia, Which 
Proposes to 
Compete With the 
Great 8teel Trust—The Deal Not 
Yet Closed. 


According to a dispatch from Pitts­ 
burg, a new concern known aa the Ev­ 
erson Steel 
Corporation, 
has 
been 
formed in that city and will soon be 
ready to compete with 
the United 
Staton Steel Corporation. The concern 
is incorporated under W est Virginia 
laws with a capital of $3,000,000. 
The account says the site la to be 
along the Ohio river, not far from 
Pittsburg, and describes the location 
so minutely, without naming it, that 
tho conclusion is reached that Newell, 
opposite this city, Is to be tho spot. 
A hundred acres of the 600 acres of 
the town site are to be used for the 
works and the rest for the new town. 
One product is to be 
steel 
wagon 
wheels, to b t produced at the rate of 
8,000 sets a year. 
In the list of pro­ 
ducts are also steel 
sheets, 
tubes, 
billets and bars. 
Within IO months it Is proposed to 
have mill buildings costing 
$645,090 
completed and 1,000 men 
employed. 
The new town Is to be somewhat sim­ 
ilar to that founded by the Pullman 
interests outside of Chicago. On the 
m anufacturing site are to be erected 
a basis open hearth steel works with 
a capacity of 60,000 tons of steel an­ 
nually; bloom mills, slab mills, a mer­ 
chant bar, skelp and sheet bar plant; 
a pipe and tube mills, a steel and Iron 
sheet plant, compound tube mills for 
harcoal iron products and 
a 
steel 
wagon wheel works. 
O ther lines 
of 
m anufacture are to be added later. 
The corporation is said to be 
ar­ 
ranging for extensive shipping facili­ 
ties and its own electric light 
and 
water plants. 
The report also speaks 
of the building of railroad 
sidings, 
which is already being done at New­ 
ell. 
The new corporation has opened 
offices in the Bakewell building, Pitts­ 
burg. 
Every detail set forth in the Pitts­ 
burg story would Indicate that the site 
referred to* is at Newell, opposite this 
city. 
The tract contains 600 acres 
and IOO acres has been set aside for 
the purpose mentioned. 
Elijah W. Hill, of the Newell com­ 
pany, said today that no such deal as 
tho oho mentioned had been closed, 
though several propositions were pend­ 
ing, through middlemen. 
So far, all 
wore Incomplete.

A fair sized female lobster carries 
20,000 eggs ut a time. The eggs, when 
extruded, are covered with a viscid 
matter which, drawn out into threads, 
attaches them to the long hairs that 
fringe the fanllke tail of the mother. 
These threads quickly become hard 
and strong, the eggs waving about In 
the water and being thus aerated. 
When they arc ready to be hatched, the 
mother lobster oscillates her tail so as 
to assist the offspring to escape. 
The young at first resemble shrimps, 
being about one-third of an inch in 
length. They have bright blue eyes. 
After a few days they desert the moth­ 
er and swim out into deep water, 
where they rise to the surface nnd lead 
a vagabond sort of existence for thirty 
or forty days. 
During this time the young ones 
change thetr shells four times. On the 
fourth occasion they shed their swim­ 
ming organs and- fall to the bottom, 
where they remain for the rest of their 
lives. During their existence as swim­ 
mers most of them are gobbled up by 
fishes, for which they afford a favorite 
food.

If the big meeting of Turners should 
come to East Liverpool next July, and 
indications certainly point that way, 
a vast amount of work will be neces­ 
sary to place Columbian park in shape 
for the large number of events which 
will be held during the week. 
When it is known that fully 300 gym­ 
nasts are expected to participate In the 
athletic sports, and in many instances 
the entire number take part in a sin­ 
gle event, some Idea can be gained as 
to the size of the arena or field which 
It will be necessary to provide. 
Almost the entire space on the in­ 
side of the race track will be devoted 
to the exercises. 
It is estimated that 
25,000 square feet, or a ground space 
100x250 feet will be required to in­ 
clude all the drills and contests pro­ 
vided for the meeting. This area will 
be staked and enclosed, and after the 
enclosure has been scraped and level­ 
ed a roller will be put to work and the 
ground made as smooth as a floor. 
One of the main features of the field 
meets of the Turners, and an event 
which is usually 
repeated 
several 
times during the turnfest, is a wand 
drill. The exercise is participated in 
by every gymnast in attendance, and Is 
said to be one of the most attractive 
and interesting exhibitions in the en­ 
tire list 
The exercise, to be executed proper­ 
ly, must be held after nightfall, and ar­ 
rangements will be made to erect a 
sufficient number of arc lights about 
the field to permit a good view of the 
exhibition ground. 
The regulation wand is nickel plated, 
42 inches in length, 6-8 inches in diam­ 
eter and must weigh five pounds. Each 
gymnast is attired In the customary 
gray suit of the Turner, and every 
movement is executed in unison and 
without a word of command. 
If the meeting is held here the lo­ 
cal society will open the games with 
the wand drill, and it will be repeated 
several times throughout the week. 
Instructor Arnstein, of the East L i ­ 
verpool 
society, has commenced 
a 
movement that will in all probability 
end in the Turner system of gymnas­ 
tics being introduced in the public 
schools of the city.

A large number of Bradshaw ave­ 
nue property owners met last night 
at the home of U. G. King, together 
with Councilmen Bullock and Heddles- 
ton and Engineer Kelly.

The resolution now before council 
will not be interfered with, but when 
the ordinance is introduced it will con­ 
tain the numbers of all lots which will 
be assessed.
